ANY PEOPLE IN this life 
Vy looking for something 
; good to come their way, 
as we hear them say, to give them 
a break in the temporal things of 
this world. Others may say it was 
or was not luck, or “I have it 
made,” or “The results are my 
misfortune.” 

Some concentrate on making a 
fortune in this world and they 
make it at any cost, while others 
lose out and go “on the rocks,” 
bankrupt and into despair. The 
best way, however, is to take God 
into business and plans, to give 
Him the right recognition, and our 
business will move in the channel 
that will bring us prosperity both 
in the material things and in the 
spiritual things. God’s Word warns 
us, also, that “if riches increase, 
set not thine heart upon them.” 

In these United States people 
have opportunities to make a good 
living and to have freedom that is 
not enjoyed in many of the foreign 
countries, especially in the remote 
areas of the smaller countries.

One of the reasons the inhabit- 
ants of these countries, such as the 
Indians of Central America, reach 
out to some mysterious power of 
fortune to come to their aid is 
the meager existence they must 
lead. Another reason would be the 
lack of instruction—right instruc- 
tion—for there are instructors who 
are also superstitious. The gospel 
is the best enlightenment that 
could come to anyone to bring him 
his “fortune,” as he may term it,

or to bring a better way of living 
in this world. In Guatemala it is 
believed that it is cheaper to send 
a man to carry 100 pounds of cargo 
on his back than to send it on a 
mule because someone has to feed 
the mule while the man can look 
after himself. So he groans under 
his burden. 

Watching in the market places 
on Sunday morning in Guatemala 
(most of the villages and large 
towns have their market days on 
Sunday) you could see a man walk 
up with a cage of canary birds. 
These he sets up at the entrance 
of the market place and the Indians 
gather around him and watch a 
bird choose a little piece of colored 
paper, from among other pieces, 
turn it over a few times in its 
beak, then present it to the buyer. 
He thinks he has bought some- 
thing important, it could even be 
his fortune, and he finds someone 
to read it to him. Then he tucks 
it away in his pocket waiting for 
the lucky time to come. 

Now an Indian in many places, 
where roads reach into his neigh- 
borhood, can climb on a truck with 
whatever load he is carrying, but 
he still is as poor as ever. He sits 
on the bottom of the truck and 
holds on wherever he can. If he 
is carrying fruit or any other 
damageable stuff, he loses out 
many times for having tried to 
make his way easier. “Too much 
poverty,” said a tourist to me one 
time. “I cannot enjoy myself in 
this country.” 

On my second trip into the in- 
terior of Quiche, I was privileged 
to have an expert traveler with 
me, one who knew the country and 


every turn of the road. At the out- 
set of our trip he said, “Right down 
there is a littfe river and they have 
named it the Bloody River of the 
Butchers because so many people 
have been killed along this road 
and dragged down to that river.” 
Farther along he called my atten- 
tion to an adobe house that had 
only part of the walls standing. 
The man who lived in that house 
was responsible for many of the 
murders and the government had 
picked him up and.made him the 
chief executioner in the capital city. 

We came to a place where we 
decided to feed. our horses and 
cook some roadside coffee. So we 
tied up our horses at the greenest 
spot we could find and waited for 
the coffee to boil in our tin coffee- 
pot. Then we ate our thick tortillas 
which are best for the road since 
they do not dry out so quickly, 
Ground black beans and some 
strong native cheese completed our 
meal. My veteran traveler looked 
up at the big mountain while we 
were chewing on the tortillas and 
said, “Up there is a large cave. They 
say there are two monsters, ani- 
mals, who live in it. Once a year 
they come out with their mouths 
full of money and the person who 
happens to be there at that time 
gets the money.” He said it so 
earnestly that I think he believed 
it himself. However, it did give me 
an opportunity to téll him differ- 
ently. He was thinking that if he 
should happen along at that partic- 
ular time, that would be his 
fortune. 

Passing over the summit of the 
mountain on the other side of the

E ARE AT the home of one 
VW our Swiss ministers, 

Brother Charles Reichen- 
bach, who has made the first 
advance for the Church of God 
into France. He lives in Basel, 
Switzerland. Brother Andre Weber 
and I came down from Saarbruc- 
ken (200 miles) to discuss further 
plans for France. Brother Weber 
is a fine French minister. He re- 
cently came into contact with our 
Brother Saayman of the Church 
of God of South Africa, who is 
touring Europe. After becoming 
acquainted with the Church of God 
and its clear Bible teachings as 
well as its sound policies, Brother 
Weber desired to come into its 
membership. 

For another:200 miles we drove 
over rough roads here in France, 
but through a wonderful senic 
countryside; then we left the main 
highway and continued on a nar- 
row winding dirt road until we 
drove into the yard of an old 
French farm. This was the place 
where Brother Weber spent his 
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childhood days and where his par- 
ents and brothers and sisters are 
still living. Here it was that several 
years ago God spoke to him, while 
he ploughed the fields of France, 
and called him to preach this 
glorious gospel. As I looked at the 
old stone walls of the farmhouse 
that had the marks of the past 
century on them, I could under- 
stand why it had been so hard for 
him to make his decision for the 
uncertainties of a minister’s life. 
These people have a love for the 
soil on which they have been born 
and reared. -They have come 
through terrible wars which have 
tried to rob them of their meager 
possessions. 

One of the first to step out of 
the house to welcome their boy 
home was Mother Weber, as fine 
a Spirit-filled saint as can be found 
anywhere on the face of the earth. 
It was a happy reunion as the 
family greeted him who had been 
gone for some time. Each one got 
a kiss on both cheeks, as is the

relatives. If the greeting is quite 
hearty, they may repeat this sev- 
eral times. The French are a jolly 
freedom-loving people. Their main 
worry is having a good meal, and 
it was not very long until we 
were served with some food, and 
informed at the same time that 
this was by no means our supper. 
I would have been quite satisfied 
with that before retiring. 

As the sun was setting, every- 
one left his little job about the farm 
and came in. At my arrival I had 
already wondered what the reason 
was for the great long table (about 
twelve feet long), but now I knew, 
because it became crowded as all 
of us sat down. The children, the 
in-laws and their children, as well 
as some other guests, filled the 
table quickly. Someone explained 
that this was quite ordinary. 

After enjoying a meal of boiled 
fish as it could only be served in 
a typical French home, everything 
became quiet. The greatest part 
of this day was still ahead for me. 
One of the daughters brought a 
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Pile of books and _ distributed 
them. A hymn was chosen and 
though I could not read or under- 
stand the words, yet I felt sweet 
harmony of music as well as of 
the hearts. As a guest and minister 
I was invited to give a testimony 
and a passage from the Scriptures. 
I opened my Bible and announced 
what I would read, and I could 
notice everyone turning in his Bible 
to Colossians 1:27: “Christ in you, 
the hope of glory.” Since Brother 
Weber also speaks fluent English, 
he interpreted to the family and 
I recounted a short experience of 
an instance in my life in which 
there was no hope, but Christ, our 
hope within, gave reason for hope. 
Following prayer, we leisurely sang 
all five verses of another hymn. 

While singing, many things pass- 
ed through my mind. Here I was 
in a strange home among strange 
people. The modern developments 
such as television and plumbing 
are still a novelty to them, but 
there is within their hearts and 
lives a peace and serene accept- 
ance of the happenings of every- 
day life which cannot be found in 
most of our American homes. Eve- 
ning devotions were a calm part 
of the day. It was a necessity of 
life. There was no hurrying about 
it and nothing to disturb. The little 
three-year-old sat as quietly and 
well-behaved as the sixty-year-old 
head of the house or the seventy- 
year-old visitor. The mother did not 
busy herself with the dishes in 
order to be excused from devotions. 


These experiences are for most 
Americans a thing of the past. 
While I traveled in the States, 
there were few ministers’ homes to 
which I came that still had time 
for devotions together. We will 
not be able either as ministers or 
as laymen to throw the gear into 
reverse because, try as we may, 
America will not return to the 
blessedness .of such hours. The 
modern activities leave us no time. 
We can only look back with sadness 
realizing that we, our country, 
our churches, and our spiritual wel- 
fare are on a downward trend—a 
trend which leads to destruction. 
We have reached the point of no 
return. There is no halt, because 
this development knows no bound-

aries and fears no barriers. It is 
working its way into Germany and 
will also get to the backward places 
of France. 

About sixty miles from this quiet 
country place lies Troyes, a city 
of about 120,000 people. In this 
area is no church that preaches 
this wonderful message in which 
we so strongly believe. Here, where 
the truth of the Pentecostal mes- 
sage is unknown, the Church of 
God is opening a French mission 
under the leadership of Brother 
Weber. Here will be a soul-saving 
station for hungry souls. This was 
our next place of appointment. 
After surveying the situation and 
possibilities, we drove on to Reims, 
world famous for its cathedral. 
Here we were to meet a fine French 
Pentecostal evangelist, Brother 


Benzi. On the way we had a colli- 
sion with a Volkswagen coming 
from Holland. Only God’s mercy 
protected us from being injured or 
even killed. 


At Brother Benzi’s home we met 
another minister from Belgium. 
Brother Weber knew both men. 
When they heard of Brother 
Weber’s plans with the Church of 
God, they became very much in- 
terested, since they had not heard 
of the Church of God. Our time was 
limited, but they both told me 
plainly that they wanted to know 
more about the Church of God and 
its organization. They showed 
much interest. 


I would like to explain why there 
are very few churches and min-

( - through the will of God, and 
ethe Church of God, to the 
Churches of God in the United 
States of America, to them that 
are sanctified in Christ Jesus, and 
CALLED to be missionaries, great 
grace and peace be upon you all 
from Haiti, the BLACK REPUBLIC. 


Haiti (from the Indian name 
meaning mountainous country) is 
now called the BLACK REPUBLIC. 
It is one of few independent Negro 
nations of the world. It has the 
distinction of being the only re- 
public of the Western Hemi- 
sphere where the official language 
is French. Most of the inhabitants, 
however, speak a Creole patois, 
nominally built upon French, but 
so abbreviated, corrupted, and 
sprinkled with Spanish, English, 
Indian, and African tribal words 
as to bear little resemblance to its 
mother tongue. 


About 90 per cent of the nearly 
4,000,000 inhabitants are primitive 
people and lead a very simple life. 
Many sections of the country have 
been untouched by modern inven- 
tions and the CHRISTIAN RELI- 
GION. 


Here in Haiti, the CHURCH OF 
GOD, like another MIGHTY ARMY, 
is marching onward and upward 
with light and salvation. We are 
one hundred forty-six churches and 
eleven thousand members strong. 
We are strong, and yet weak. The 
vast fields of human souls in this 





little republic are a real challenge 
to us and others of the Christian 
faith. There was a time when we, 
as a Pentecostal church, worked 
almost alone. Today it is different. 
There are many denominations at 
work. Some of them work for the 
kingdom, while there are those who 
proselytize believers for the sake of 
numerical gains. But, let that be 
as it may, the Church of God is 
here to establish and to hold for 
the sake of the kingdom of God. 


We are about to launch the 
GREATEST EVANGELISTIC PRO- 
GRAM Haiti’s Church of God has 
ever undertaken. The Missions Ex- 
ecutive Secretary, its Board, the 
General Officials, the West Indies 
Superintendent, and all the mis- 
sionary staff here in Haiti are in 
agreement with such an effort. It 
is absolutely imperative that we 
advance our cause of Pentecostal 
faith and practice—NOW! I would 
like to ask that the thousands of 
my friends and acquaintances read 
slowly and very carefully, the fol- 
lowing few lines. 

You are aware, aren’t you, that 
I am your representative here in 
Haiti? God called you to work for 
Him also. But you could not come 
down here to preach and teach 
and witness. Many of you are too 
young, others of you are too old, 
the health of some and other varied 
circumstances have kept you in the 
homeland. I have been sent in your 
stead—SENT IN YOUR STEAD!

Kepublic 


So often the missionary is asked, 
“Brother French, do you enjoy your 
work?” I never hesitate to say, 
“NO.” Who of us could enjoy seeing 
little naked boys and girls, half 
starved and dying of malnutrition, 
or seeing and feeling all about us 
the influence and power of Voo- 
dooism and other related heathen 
practices? No one enjoys the 
toilsome task of climbing moun- 
tains or struggling through fields 
and jungle, or riding for hours on 
donkeys and eating food that lacks 
practically everything we Ameri- 
cans are used to, and finally sleep- 
ing under the leaves or grass of 
thatched roofs. No, it really is not 
too enjoyable, but we must go and 
do for Christ’s sake and for those 
for whom He died. Actually, it is 
the LOVE OF GOD and that alone 
which constrains us, and compels 
such adventures. 


Recompense for such sacrifices 
(... if indeed we ever do become so 
foolish as to believe that we really 
do sacrifice, comparirg ourselves 
to Him who loved and gave HIM- 
SELF for us—2 Corinthians 12:11) 
comes when we face the hundreds 
of black faces eager to hear a 
preacher, and see the final result 
in the conversion of their souls.

ITALY—Pope John XXIII has asked Catholics to 
“set their house in order’ and to set a good example. 
The reason, says the pontiff, is so that the Roman 
Catholic Church will have a right to ask the return 
of all Christians to its fold. Some 8,000 peasants 
heard the Pope deliver his plea at a general audience 
in St. Peter’s Basilica in Rome on November 18. The 
pontiff referred to the forthcoming “ecumenical 
council” and his general hopes for Christian unity. 
The Ecumenical Council, scheduled for late 1960, will 
not be held until the end of 1962 or the beginning 
of 1963. The announcement was made at a press 
conference by Demenico Cardinal Tardini, Vatican 
Secretary of State, who is chairman of the council’s 
planning committee. Some 2,700 letters have been 
received to date, suggesting everything from new 
dogmas to condemnation of modern heresies. They 
have been from cardinals, archbishops, bishops and 
religious leaders all over the world (EP) 





JAPAN—In Japan missionaries of the Reformed 
Church feel that the recent wedding of the Crown 
Prince to a commoner and a graduate of a mission 
school is a matter of great significance. In this break 
with the iron hold of past tradition, two results are 
seen. “First, our mission girls’ schools were flooded 
with applicants for admission this year. This made 
it possible to enter a higher grade of students. Then 
perhaps of longer lasting effectiveness is the fact 
that the Japanese in the street can no longer think 
of Christianity as something not for the Japanese.” 

(MNS) 





FOOD FOR THOUGHT—Catholic mission-sending 
societies were urged at a meeting in Washington to 
follow the example set by Protestant denominations. 
The training director of International Catholic aux- 
iliaries said the “Protestant lay mission movement 
is older and better organized than our Catholic work.” 
Rev. William Schenk, C.P.S. of Santiago, Chile, de- 
clared that “if Protestant missionary efforts continue 
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unchecked at the present rate in South America, 
Protestants stand to gain more converts in 20 years 
than Catholics have gained in almost 100 years in 
all missions of the world.” (Eternity) 





FORMOSA—The Roman Catholic Church has some 
100 foreign priests and nuns learning the language 
of the Hakka people of the interior of this island. 
They have announced their intention of winning 
the million Hakka people within the next ten years. 

(MNS) 





SMALL PROBLEMS?—An evengelical resident of 
the village of Fondi, Italy, has been refused permis- 
sion by the mayor to have a New Testament verse 
inscribed on his wife’s tombstone. Gaetano Sperduto 
had written the mayor for approval of the text taken 
from Hebrews 4:3, “We which have believed do enter 
into rest.” Protesting the refusal, Mr. Sperduto has 
denounced the offical’s action as violating Italy’s 
Constitution, which guarantees religious freedom.

FOCUS ON MOSLEMS—Two American Moslems, 
recently returned from Cairo, say they have the 
support of President Gamel Abdel Nasser of the 
Arab Republic for Islamic missions work in the United 
States. Nasser donated $50,000 for a new Islamic center 
in Detroit and promised early dispatch of four or 
more Moslem priests to the United States, according 
to Casim Olwan, owner of a Toledo, Ohio, restaurant, 
and James Kalil, sheriff of Wayne County, Michigan. 
While in Cairo, Olwan and Kalil reported they had 
a two-hour conference with the U.A.R. leader. Kalil 
is president of the Federation of American Moslems, 
having succeeded Olwan in the post. There are said 
to be 80,000 Moslems in the United States and Canada 
—not all faithful—spread through 39 states and five 
provinces. (Christianity Today) 





THESSALONIKA,GREECE—The 24th Thessalonika 
International Fair featured a pavilion displaying non- 





Orthodox books for the first time in its history. 
Approximately a million people stopped during the 
three-week fair to view the exhibit of O Logos (The 
Word), Greece’s only Protestant publishing house 
which is operated by The American Mission to Greeks, 
Inc. The display of a large Bible was built against 
a radiant background under the banner: “A Book for 
You.” Visitors to the booth accepted some 150,000 
pamphlets on the Bible and religious tracts. (EP) 





NORTHERN RHODESIA—An important decision has 
recently been handed down by the High Court of 
Northern Rhodesia in Africa. Fines imposed by lower 
courts upon two native Africans, members of the 
Bemba tribe, were rescinded. The issue was the 
legality of a tribal requirement that Bembas must 
offer their chiefs small amounts of grain to be made 
into a kind of beer for use in pagan tribal ceremonies. 
The two Africans, both Christian converts, had re- 
fused to make this grain offering and had persuaded 
other Bembas to do the same. For this offense they 
were fined by a native court, and this decision was 
upheld through two appeals. But the High Court 
action rescinded the fines. By this action it has opened 
the way to an expansion of religious freedom in this 
part of Africa. (ERA) 





NATIVE MINISTRY—Visualizing the native Chris- 
tian as “the key to world evangelism,” T. L. Osborn, 
pioneer missionary-evangelist from Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
left the United States recently to institute a series of 
workshops in five foreign countries. Taking with him 
ten basic Bible sermons, Rev. Osborn plans to have 
them translated into native languages and then 
blanket the countries with these messages through 
tape recorders, hand-wound phonographs, film projec- 
tors, printed books, booklets and tracts, To accomplish 
this task, he says, he expects to enlist every native 
pastor, missionary, evangelist and layman whom he 
can challenge with this opportunity. (EP) 





JAMAICA—“Child Month” was recently set aside 
by the civil authorities in Kingston, Jamaica, to 
demonstrate what is being done and what needs to 
be done to combat a steady rise of child delinquency. 
Coinciding with the civil projects, Child Evangelism 
Fellowship missionaries held four regional rallies dur- 
ing the month, ending with a gigantic mass rally 
with an overflow attendance in spite of pouring rain.

INDONESIA—The dispute over the future of some 
300,000 Chinese living in the Indonesian Republic has 
brought a rift with Red China. The Indonesian 
government has banned Chinese aliens from engaging 
in trade in rural areas after January 1, and placed 
other restrictions on them. Communist China has 
called this action “persecution” and has warned that 
the 650,000,000 Chinese will not remain passive in the 
face of “urijust discrimination.” (MNS) 


NIGERIA—On December 12, Nigeria took a great 
crucial step toward full independence as its 9,000,000 
voters (total population 35,000,000) went to the polls 
for the first full-fledged election. Of the three major 
parties vying for control, the Northern People’s Con- 
gress came out ahead, but failed to achieve a majority 
of the 312 seats in the Federal House of Representa- 
tives. This victory makes Abubakar Tafawa Balewa 
the new Prime Minister. Mr. Balewa, a strict Moslem, 
gaines strong support from the populous northern 
region which is predominantly Moslem. (MNS) 





COLOMBIA—While the government of Colombia 
seeks to eliminate abuses against Protestants, a few 
die-hard fanatics continue to harass the Indian 
believers in “mission territories” with a virtual in- 
quisition. On Sunday, December 6, about forty Paez 
Indians met for their usual Protestant worship service 
near Vitanco under the leadership of Rogerio Yonda, 
a native of the region who has been trained at the 
central Bible school. Their worship was interrupted 
when a band of armed men forced the Protestants to 
go to the village of Vitanco (near Belalcazar, Cauca). 
Once in the village, the men attacked the Protestants 
with fists, feet, whips, and machetes, leaving a number 
of them wounded, some seriously. After Rogerio Yonda 
had been slashed three times, receiving head wounds 
which bled profusely, he was placed in stocks for 
over three hours. During the second hour of his 
torture in the stocks, they put his feet between the 
teeth of the stocks with his bleeding head inclined 
toward the ground. When the young Indian preacher 
lost consciousness from the pain and loss of blood, 
they whipped him back to consciousness. At nightfall 
the Christians were released and were able to go to 
the home of Rogerio, where he lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness for some twelve hours. All the wounded are 
now recovering. Rev. Fred Smith (Christian and 
Missionary Alliance) entered the area to report on 
the incident and has instigated an investigation by 
the civil authorities. (MNS)

For around two months I have 
been traveling about the country, 
to some parts by plane, to others 
by train, car, boats, horseback, and 
foot. We had a workers’ meeting, 
or something like a camp meeting, 
in the heart of the mountains in 
the western part of the country. 
We had about forty-five native 
workers attending and about one 
thousand people. The three days 
we were there it rained, but that 
did not stop the blessings from the 
Lord. People did not sleep all night, 
first because they did not have 
a place, and secondly because of 
the services that lasted all during 
the night. 

The first night God gave me 
fifty souls, the second eighteen, and 
the third sixteen. Twenty-two re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost and over 
sixty were sanctified; twenty-seven 
were baptized in water. I married 
eleven couples, so there were many 
blessings. 

At the same time I went to other 
places (forty Spanish leagues dis- 
tance) on foot and _ horseback, 
suffering terribly from the rain and 
mud, but always happy doing what 
the Lord commands us to do. We 
discovered places where our breth- 
ren have been persecuted and we 
brought that report to the govern- 
ment. They gave us all guarantees, 
but two of the brethren were 
almost killed by stoning. 

When I came I found we needed

so badly another house for our 
church in Comayaguela, the other 
city in this capital (there are twin 
cities divided by a river, one is 
Tegucigalpa, which is the capital, 
and the other is Comayaguela). 
We started to look, and found a big 
place in an important area, but the 
price was too high—$150; we pray- 
ed about it and I talked to the 
owner. He was once the president 
of this country. After I explained 
our work to him, he lowered the 
price to $50—praise the Lord! The 
place is beautiful. The first three 
nights God gave me twenty souls 
and we had a week of special 
revival meetings. God blessed us 
very much. Now I am making new 
benches because we do not have 
any. 

Please see if it is possible for 
somebody to give us a horse or two, 
which we need very much on the 
mountains. I got so many blisters 
on my feet this time that I will 
be praying till somebody is moved 
to send money for at least one mule, 
for horses really are too weak for 
most of the mountain work. You 
will be happy to see the group of 
our Christian workers who have 
been so willing to sacrifice for the 
sake of the gospel. Also I have 
included a picture of me with 
Francisco Caballeros, one of our 
national ministers, visiting the 
field.

tion here and why most churches 
are “Free Pentecost.”

aew fields where the truth is 
not known. We only wonder who 
will share and sacrifice with us. 
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Bill Tyree is a member of the 
Church of God in Yakima, Wash- 
ington. He is twenty-four years of 
age and has been a member of the 
church for three and one-half 
years. He has served as local Y.P-E. 
president, Sunday School superin- 
tendent, and district president for 
the Pioneers for Christ. He and his 
family are faithful to the local 
church in Yakima. 

For about four years Bill has been 
employed at Montgomery Ward as 
a shipping clerk. His pay was 
limited and the family of three 
children was forced to live very 
sparingly. In fact, his budget called 
for more than his income. He was 
going in the red each week. 

A Mission Caravan was conduct- 
ed by C. R. Spain in March of 
1959, and when the opportunity 
was presented Bill was moved to 
make a faith pledge. After con- 
sidering his income and his obliga- 
tions, he felt that he could not 
possibly promise to give, but God 
continued to talk with Him until 
he .decided to make this faith 
pledge, trusting the Lord to help 
him pay it. He took a card for $25.00 
and filled it out by faith. This 
was Sunday night. He returned to 
work on Monday morning as usual. 

During the day the store man- 
ager came to him, and as a com- 
plete surprise to Bill, he said, “I 
am raising your wages $7.50 per 
week.” Never before had anyone 
been given such a substantial raise. 
Also they informed him that there 
was some outdated material that 
he could have in exchange for 
cleaning up the store. This material 
was sold to pay the pledge that 
he had made. He happily paid his 
pledge, realizing that his faith in 
God had not failed, but it had 
immediately paid great dividends. 

Vacation time came and Bill took 
his family to camp meeting. It 
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came time for our mission service. 
Bill and his wife talked it over 
and tried to decide whether they 
would be able to give to missions. 
Again they found their budget 
required the full amount of his 
salary, and due to their situation, 
they would not be able to pledge. 
But after the service started and 
the need was presented, the Spirit 
of the Lord touched their hearts, 
and again they found themselves 
obeying the Lord by making a 
$50.00 pledge. 

When Bill returned to his place 
of employment wondering how his 
pledge would be paid, he was 
overjoyed to have the store man- 
ager approach him and say, “Bill, 
I am transferring you as depart- 
ment manager over three 
departments.” This gave him a very 
substantial raise. The transfer came 
as a complete surprise again, for 
he was not expecting such consid- 
eration. The customary procedure 
when a person is being considered 
for promotion is to have him start 
in the hardware department as 
second man. However, Bill was 
given charge of three departments 
in men’s and boys’ wear. 

This young man is convinced 
that giving to the cause of missions 
is God’s program. He has now been 
in this position for four weeks and 
has been notified that he is re- 
ceiving an increase of $5.00 per 
week in basic pay.—£stel D. Moore

valley I wondered at the silence 
of my fellow traveler. Looking back 
I saw him with his hat off praying;

The delivering power of the Lord 
has been very real in recent weeks. 
Death has come within a hair’s 
breadth various times, but always 
there was the assurance that God 
was by our side. 

One of the worst years, weather- 
wise, in the history of Colombia is 
drawing to a close. The normally 
bad roads present such a hazard 
that only the foolhardy or those 
with urgent business try to travel 
them. We prefer to think of our- 
selves as living in the latter group, 
because the business of the Lord 
is indeed urgent in these latter 
days. 

The road from Bogota to Villa- 
vicencio is a narrow ribbon clinging 
to the side of the Andes. At some 


places it rises up to 12,000 feet and 
then plunges back down to deep 
valleys. All along are deep chasms 
with sheer drops of up to half a 
mile on one side with jagged cliffs 
towering above on the other. 

Landslides are an ever present 
danger; at times they sweep away 
everything in their path, including 
the road. Numbers of times slides 
have come so close that rocks 
knocked paint off the top of the 
station wagon. We have seen the 
road disappear with an earth-shak- 
ing roar right in front of our eyes, 
as tons of rock and dirt came 
crashing down from above. 

On our last trip over this road 
while trying to pass._where a small 
slide had occurred, we became 
blocked by a large rock and the 
mud which was about a foot deep. 
There was nothing to do but try 
to go around it. While we were 


stalled, another great quantity of 
mud and rock let go and began to 
come down on top of us. The motor 
started to choke down and it looked 
as if we were surely doomed. But 
then it was as if a giant hand gave 
us a push and we were moving 
again. Miraculously we went 
through. The only damage was 
from a large rock that knocked 
off the right rear hub cap and 
damaged the right rear fender. 
We went on our way rejoicing 
and thanking God for His protec- 
tion, completely confident that 
inasmuch as we were about the 
Master’s business He would protect 
us from all harm. . , 
Remember Colombia in your 
prayers. People are hungry for the 
gospel and doors are opening faster 
than we can fill them.
